Macon, Ga., June 11.—(Special.)— 
Efforts to inaugurate a complete in- 
vestigation of Georgia’s entire penal 
system will be launched Monday 
with the opening of the hearing on 
conditions at the state prison farm in 
Milledgeville, conducted Ly a commit- 
tee of superior court judges, appoint- 
ed by Governor Thomas W. Hard- 
wick, it was learned from interested 
parties here tonight. 

This announcement came with the 
prison 
mmission has taken the pésition that 
its part in the investigation is only 
one of co-operation with the judges, 
evidence of cruelty to prisoners at the 
state farm and county cunvict camps 
will place the board members on 
trial. 

While a definite program for the 
hearing, had not been completed to- 
night, ,it is understood that the 
prison commission will aot be allowed 
to sit with the judges when evidence ; 
iz being heard. Prisoners at the farm 


“*have stated that they are “afraid to 


* 


tell what they know,” on account of 
threats of further punishment, it'was 
asserted, and for this reason no prison 
authority will be permitted to hear 
the testimony and name of witnesses 
will be kept secret. 

To “Try” Commission. 

Board members will be questioned 
on the testimony and be given an op- 
portunity to refute all charges. The 
hearing will assume the rules and reg- 
wiations of a court trial, it appeared. 
No member of the commission was in 
Macon tonight, but it was learned that 
ibey will maintain that they are not 
“on trial” and will endeavor to be 
present at all sessions. 

Representative Jones Perryman, of 
Talbot county, chairman of the house 
penitentiary committee, arrived in 
Macon Sunday and stated that Judge 
W. E. H. Searcy, chairman of the in- 
vestigating commission, had summoned 


him to appear at the hearing. Mr. Per- 


ryman headed the house committee 
thet visited the state farm laf sum- 
mer and later returned a majority re- 
port severely condemning condi ons 
at the institution. 

“My attitude regarding the investi- 
gstion of the state farm by the com-

Fallen Aviator 
Fights tor Lite 
In Everglades 


Through Long Hours of Hor- 
ror, Cadet Struggles 
Out of Swamps. 


Arcadia, Fla., Jme 11.—Treed by 
a panther and compelled to spend the 
greater part of the night in the 
branches of a large cypress tree in 
the wilds of the Big Cypress country, 
badly bitten by mosquitos, his clothes 
torn to tatters by the cruel teeth of 
the giant sawgrass of the south Flor- 
ida swamps, without food for nearly 
40 hours—these were among the ex- 
periences of Cadet Raymond White, 
Carlstrom field aviator, whose , plane 
crashed in the wilds of southeastern 
Lee county last Thursday about 
noon, and who returned to the flying 
field this afternoon in one of the 
planes that had searched for him 
since last Thursday. 

Cadet White, whose home 


is at 


_| Pritchett, Texas, was making a prac- 


tice flight from Carlstrom field, Oke- 
chobee City, and return Thursday. 
The first part of the flight was com- 
pleted without incident and Cadet 
White, flying alone, started to re- 
turn but lost his bearings and sense 
of direction completely almost as soon 
as he started. 

Instead of flying northwestwardly 
White headed his plane almost due 
south, \ 

Plane Crashed. 

When at a point about forty miles 
southeast of Immokalee, Lee county, his 
fuel tank ran dry and his plane 
crashed. The plane was completely 
wrecked, but White escaped injury. 

He stayed with the wrecked plane 
until the sun had snnk far enough to 
give him his direction. Then White 
started to walk teward the north- 
west, looking for signs of human 
habitation, but findilig none. 

With his clothing torn to tatters, 
and bitten almost beyond endurance 
by the swarms of mosquitoes in the 
swampy saw grass, night overtook the 
aviator in the edge of the big cypress 
and he prepared to spend the night 
under a tree. During the night one 
of the panthers that infest the sec- 
tion chased White into the branches 
of a tree and there he remained until 
daylight.

Continuing his tramp foodless, and 
only with the swamp water to quench 
his thirst, young White was picked up

In Plane Crash 
At Augusta, Ga.

Major Brainard,.of the United States 
marine corps, from Ellington field, 
San Antonio, and Lieutenant Richard 
T. Allsworth, from Kelly Field, were 
oudly hurt, Allsworth desperately, this 
utternoon when their airplane crashed 
down from a 100-foot height. 

Major Brainard’s face is badly lac- 
erated and his left arm is broken. 
Lieutenant Allsworth’s face is fright- 
fully gashed, his left eye severely cut 
and there are ominous injuries about 
the head. The full extent of his hurts 
will not be known until the X-ray is 
used. The men are at the University 
hospital. 

The men were on a flight from 
Washington, D. C., to San Antonio. 
In landing at Camp Hancock Fri- 
day for supplies, they veered into a 
ditch and their machine was broken. 
They sought repair supplies from 
Montgomery, and an airplane from 
that point’ brought the parts, arriving 
Saturday night. The repairs were 
mej| made this morning and the aviators 
nscended about 4 p. m. to continue 
their flight. When 100 feet up the 
motor gave out, for some reason, and 
the engine stopped. The altitude was 
not sufficient to permit of a glide, 
ang the machine came to the ground 
like a rock.

Washington, June 11.—Gifford Pin- 
chot, independent republican guberna-* 
torial nominee, has thrown Pennsyl- 
vania state republicanism into abso- 
lute confusion. But, what is more 
important, he has laid down a new 
principle for campaign collections. 
\Yhipped, as was expected, in his ef- 
forts to further hi: personal progres- 
s.ve victory over the old line ma- 
chine in Pennsylvania politics, by as- 
suming control of the machinery itself, 
through selection of his own personal 
chairman, Saturday, Pinchot has: is- 
sued this ultimatum: ° 


Either the state committee must 
abancon its time-honored custom of 
assessing office holders for campaign 
purposes or Pinchot will organize his 
own campaign committee. Pinchot 
made this clear diving an address be- 
fore thé committee, stating that he 
would not accept a dollar of money 
contributed by officeholders under 
compulsion. 

His attitude is opposed to all of 
the dictates of republican “bosses” 
who have ruled Pennsylvania for 
years and who, at this time, are seek- 
ing. through entrenching their present 
orsanization, to select a successor of 
the late Senator Boise Penrose as the 
great political boss. 


Bitter Differences. 


How bitter are,the differences be- 
tween Pinchot and the organization 
leaders who fought him throughout 
his successful campaign, may be illus- 
trated by the fact that one of his 
supporters, “Joseph R. Grundy, for the 
moment an “outsider” among the Key- 
stone “bosses,” refused to make unani- 
mous the selection as state chairman

WASHINGTON SEES 
NEW ERA AT TOKIO. 

Washington, June 11.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—-The accession of 
Admign) Barcn Kato to the premier- 
ship “of Japan is jooked on in many 
q.arters as noi only a notable triumph 
for the principles of the Washington 
arms conference. but in a ‘broader 
sense, as the beginnine of a new day 
of conciliatory policies im the Tokio 
gvevernment’s relations with the rest 
of the world. 

Advices received by Japanese ele- 
ments here have convinced them that 
Baron Kato will accept the premier’s 
post only if he had assurances of suf- 
ficient support to keep the milita- 
ristic group in Japan in check. It is 
assumed these guarantees of support 
have been given, and that the sig- 
nificance of his acceptance therefore 
is even greater than press dispatches 
indicated. 

: Peace Advocate. 

Although himself one vf the most 
distinguished of Japanese naval of- 
ficers, the new premier is said to 
have long held the view that Japan's 
piace in the world coujd best be filled 
if she avoided aggressive acts and 
pursued a foreign policy based pri- 
marily on the ts adil of peace. 
He is understood to be particularly 
anxious that good relations be restored 
between Japan and China, a fact 
which in itself is regarded here as 
making his acceptance of the premier- 
ship a development of first importanca 
in far eastern politics. 

. Even since Baron Kato’s service 
in Washington, as head of the Jana- 
nese delegation to the arms confer- 
ence, he is said to have been work- 
ing assiduously for full acceptarce 
of the conference program in Tukio, 
a result, which it is suggested’ here 
may have made it necessary in the 
present disturbed political ‘conditions 
there to take the helm of govern- 
ment himself. 

Full Details Lacking. 

Full details of the governmental dif. 
ficulties of the Tokio government are 
not known in Washington but it is be- 
lieved firmly .in seme quartera that 
the conference proposaly. might bave 
failed‘ of unequivocable avveptance had 
Baron Kato effaced timyelf as a 
possibility for the premierehip.’

RE-ELECTION LIKELY 


Executive Council Drafts 
Supplement to Report, 
Dealing With Coronado 
Coal Case Decision.

Cineinnat:, Obio, June 11.—Con- 
fronted by many issues—social, eco- 
nomic and political—the Americao 
Federation of Labor was ready to- 
night for opening its forthy-second an- 
nual convention here tomorrow. For 
a week, the labor chiefs and ¢couven- 
tion delegates have been gathering 
here, coming for the department meet- 
ings that ended yesterday. Delegates 
here, awaiting the Opening of the con 
vention, which is expected to continue 
two weeks, were estimated to number 
500. 

In a statement describing the con- 
vention as “the parliament of labor.” 
Samuel Gompers, president of the fed- 
eration declared the issues thet were 
to be met had ben heaped on vor- 
ganized labor by its enemies. 

“Our consideration of industry and 
of conditions,” he said, “will be from 
the point of view of sérvice to the 
‘didimess of our people. Our cusidera- 
tion of political problems will be from 
the point of view of freedom and 
progress for humanity.” 

Supplementary Keport. 

The executive council of the federa- 
ticn met today and decided to draft 
a supplement to its report which will 
be presented at tomorrow's session 
‘Lhe supplement. cuntaining organized 
labor’s intercretation of the supreme 
court's recent decision in the Coro- 
rudo coal case, may not he presented 
until Tuesday, but members of the 
council said the decision was viewed 
a3 a destructive blow to labor unions. 

The opposition to orgsnized labor, 
unemployment, wage reductions, rec- 
ognition of Soviet Russia child labor, 
the one big union and the coming fall 
elections are among the issues press- 
ing for consideration on the eve of 
the convention. 

Jurisdictional problems seemed like- 
ivy to come before the convention, one 
the dispute between the teamsters and 
the iron workers us to who shall haul 
structural iron, The other centered 
about the maintenance of way rail 
workers, who were 4uspended from the 
federation for refusal to abide by a 
decision giving certain work to mem- 
oers of ‘the carpenters’ union.

“There are divisions of race which 
for the weel being of the race cannot 
be disregarded, but this is no excuse 
for race or class prejudice,’ Dr. Hay 
rell said. “Our beloved state is suffer- 


ing form the deeds of mobs who take 


the law in their hands and heap ven- 
geance on the criminal. 

“Oh, for men to cry out against 
such as this! The worst of *men 


and the blackest of men have cer- 
tain rights that heated passions must 
not violate. Our ideals are put to; 
the test by our attitude toward the 
weak and outcast. If we learn the 
mind of Christ and get His outlook, 
we will know thath there is such a 
thing as the brotherhood of man.” 

“The second principle” in Jesus’ 
teaching concerning man is that man 
is endowed with certain powers and 
it is each individual's debt to invest 
then for the good of the world. The 
point of emphasis changes. It changes 
from rights to debts. The rights which 
man has give dignity; the service 
which he renders crowns him with 
glory. 

Principle of Service. 

“The principle of service has not 
gained such headway in the world as 
the principle of human rights. This 
part of our Lord’s teachings concern- 
ing man and his relations lagged be- 
hind for many centuries, but it has 
leaped into prominence within the 
last fifty years, and I believe it is

Habitual Price Cutting 
Is Unfair Competition, 
Says Trade Commissioner 


The principal speaker before the 
National Wholesale Grocers’ associa- 
ticn, meeting in Chicago a few days 
ago, was Nelson B. Gaskill, chair- 
man of the federal trade commis- 


s10n. 

He declared that habitual price 
cutting is an unfair method of com- 
petition and a violation of the busi- 
ness constitution of the United 
States. Price cutting is price-making, 
he said. 

“I believe that a group agreement 
not to practice this method of doing 
business is a lawful agreement,” said 
Mr. Gaskill. “It is, it seems to me, 
as much a matter of internal concern 
und action in a trade association as 
is misbranding or commercial 
bribery. 

“It is the expression of the extent 
or degree of the desire to sell. It 
may be directed against the market 
in which event it is adverse to all 
competitors, or it may be thrown for- 
ward against competitors ip a partic- 
ular locality or against a particular 
competitor. It may represent the 
sellers’ relation to condition of sup- 
ply and demand,.it may express his 
individual preference for vqlume ol 
sales, it may represent his efficiency 
and ‘advantageous location as shown 
in his relatively lower cost. A sell 
ing price may represent any or all 
of these elements, but if 1t is to be 
profitable it must exceed the sellers 
individual cost, and if it is to be con- 


‘sistent with the fundamental princi- 


tle of the competitive system, it 
canis be less than the sellers’ own 
cost. Habitual selling below cost as 
a method of doing business is, in 
my judgment, an unfair method of 
competition. 


“There of 


are circumstances, 


course, which justify its emergent use 
just as there are conditions whicl 
justify the amputation of a_ limb. 
But these are outside the rule, not 
exceptions within it. The necessity 
fo. liquidation, for keeping an or- 
ganization going through temporary 
stress, possibly during the introduc 
tion of a new industry in a competi- 
tive field, these are emergencies 
which justify an impairment of cap- 
ite], But selling below cost is no 
more a part of the ordinary conduct 
ot business under the competitive sys- 
ten than self-mutilation is necessary 
to Tiving. 

“Cutting. selling price below co3t is 
impairment of the sellers’ vapital an: 
nothing else. It is pouring out of 
the reservoir mure than is taken in 
This means the emptying of the res- 
ervoir, the exhaustion of capital. 
It means absolute bankruptcy to the 
one who prectices it unless the defi 
ciency can be offset by a more than 
equal gain elsewhere. ‘There is one 
fact of which all competitors and 
the consumers can pe absolutely cer- 
fain. The habitual seller below cost, 
who continues in business for any 
considerable period, is reeviving from 
the consumer by other means more 
than enough to offset his losses. Or 
he will do so as soon as his prac 
tice has sufticiently suppressed ay“ 
petition and established what is 
equivalent to munupviy. When the 
consumer learns the simple fact that 
businesses cannot be conducted at a 
ioss, he will awake to the startlins 
realization that nothing which bh: 
imys at a price below its cost rep- 
resents a saving. And he or she wi 
also learn that a. premium article 
is a most expensive piece of deco 
ration.” 


Indications of Improvement 
In Industry Are Continued|> 


BY THE ASSOCATED PRESS. 

New York, June 11.—Continued in- 
dications of industrial improvement, 
signs of a renewed easing in money 
rates and diverse testimony as to crop 
conditions are the features in business 
and finance of the past week. Com- 
gnodity prices still show a firmer tone, 
retail trade is about what might be 
expected at this time of the year, and 
the labor situation shows no decided 
change. Altogether, the gumgee con- 
tinues to be one of gradual buf fair- 
ly steady recovery from depressions 
—a recovery, in fact, which on the 
whole exceeds executions entertained 
early in the year. 

From industrial fields, recent re- 
ports show that the steel plants are 
operating at rates which compare 
with full canacity operations before 
the war—even if those rates corres- 
pond to only 75 per cent of present 
capacity steel prices are firm and 
most of the companies appear to be 
making modest profits. The values of 
building contracts in twenty-seven 
northeastern states during May get 
a new high record for all time and 
was six times greater than the month- 
ly average during 1914. 

Auto Production Record. 

Automobile production in May also 
exceeded all previous records while 
the steel companies report increased 
demand from manufacturers of agri- 
cultural implements. Railroad car- 
‘ouding rose in the week ending May 
27 to a level comparable to that pre- 
vailing before the coal strike and the 
movement of merchandise was 16 
per cent greater than in the ss:re 
week a year ago. Orders for railroud 
equipment continue to be placed in 
satisfactory volumes. 

Latest reports from the  north- 
west indicate, meanwhile, that the 
prospects are for a good wheat crop. 
The showing is amply confirmed by 
the government crop reports as of 
June 1, which indicates a yield of 
855,000,000 bushels of spring and win- 
ter wheat, as compared with an es- 
timate of 830,000,000 bushels a year 
ago and an actuai production last 
year of 795,000,000 bushels. 

Prices of wheat for future delivery 
have, to be sure, declined sharply in 
the last few.weeks, but this is at- 
tributed in most quarters to the col- 
lapse of the attempted speculation for 
the rise in the May option rather 
than to anything disturbing in tbe 
general situation. In any 
liberal supply of grain at fair prices

is considered to hold out better pros- 
pects for peners? business than a short 
crop at hi prices. 

Floods Hurt Cotton. 

On this basis, cotton propects are 
not 80 encouraging. Floods have 
washed out important growing areas 
in the southwest while the mild winter 
and wet spring have aided tae boll 
weevil and delayed planting. Further 
rains during the past week in many 
parts of the belt caused something 
resembling a crop scare. As a result, 
prices jumped to the highest since 
last October, the leading futures cross- 
ing 22 cents. 

Whether prices will rise further or 
discourage consumption remains to be 
seen. It is clear, however, that the 
consequences of a short crop will be 
mitigated by the effect on the carry- 
over, which has been reduced to ap- 
proximately normal ‘proportions, Liqi- 
dation of this carry-over at existing 
higher prices should create a consid- 
erable added volume of 
rower. 

A relaxation of money rates at 
New York during the week suggests 
that the tightening occasioned by the 
transactions centering around June 1 
has passed and that there is no change 
as yet in the general money situation. 
Call money cn the stock exchange 
dropped back to 3 per cent and renew- 
ing at this figure on the exchange set 
a new low record since April 1918, 

Money Market. 


A ees for other forms of money 
are sae. at or close to their low 
points of the year. Most quarters 
believe that the major part of the 
decline in lates is over; but the bet- 
ter trade which has been apparent 
during the ast few months is making 
but slight demands on the money mar- 
ket and this demand is not expected to 
increase during the early summer. 

Reductions in'wages for additional 
classes of workers by the railroud la- 
bor board have called forth protests 
from labor leaders. It has been indi- 
cated, however, that railway execu- 
tives do not take strike threats seri- 
ous, and the view gains ground that 
the roads will be able to operate suc- 
cessfully under the new rate and wage 
schedules. 

Almost no change is apparent in the 
coal strike situation. A Jong suspen- 
sion was anticipated hy the operators, 
whose policy seems to be a waiting 
one. Due to the large stocks ac- 
mumulated before April 1, the reduce- 
tion in output has had little effect 
on production in other industries. It 
has, however, stiffened the prices of

ALL CROPS BIGGER THAN IN 1921 | 


The department of agriculture’s 
June crop report, issued a few days 
ago, and based on the condition of 
crop June 1, forecasts a winter wheat 
crop the fourth largest in the coun- 
try’s history, with a total of 587,000,- 
QOU bushels. During May the indi- 
cated production increased 22,000,000 
bushels, of which 11,000,000 bushels 
were credited to Kansas. 
The spring wheat crop will be 49,- 
000,000 bushels larger than last year’s, 
with a total of 247,000,000 bushel,s 
placing the country’s total wheat crop, 
winter and spring wheat combined, at 
855,000,000 bushels, or 60,000,000 
bushels more than were produced last 
year.. Production of oats is forecast at 
1,305,000,00 bushels, or 244,000,000 
bushels more than last year’s crop. 
Apples, peaches and pears are more 
abundant this year, last year’s crops 
having been curtailed by frosts. The

THE FEE SYSTEM. 


Announcement by two members 
of the Fulton county delegation in 
the general assembly that they are 
collaborating in the construction of 


a bill to abolish the fee system by 
costitutnional amendment is an oc- 
casion of general felicitation and 
gratification on the part of Georgia 
taxpayers. 

Assurance is given that the bill 
will be introduced early in the 1922 
session of the legislature, and that 
its sponsors, Representative Hollo- 
way and Moore, will exert every 
possible effort to bring about its 
enactment; and it is to be hoped, 
for the good of Georgia, that the 
measure will command enough sup- 
port to make it law. 

This proposed bill contemplates 
a reform, so far as the principle 
involved is ‘concerned, which The 
Constitution has consistently advo- 
cated for years; and its adoption 
undoubtedly would materially re- 
duce the cost of government in 
Georgia and mark an advanced step 
forward in the progress of the 


ws | State. 


Certain details of the proposed 
measure may be subject to crit- 
icism and amendment; but in prin- 
ciple it is commendable and right, 
just as the principle of remunerat- 
ing public officials on the perni- 
cious fee-system basis is wholly 
wrong and indefensible. 

We favor the abolition of the 
fee system, not with an idea that 
it is being or has been abused by 
any official, nor that any official 
in Georgia receives greater com- 
pensation for his services than he 
is legally entitled to under it; but 
we favor it solely as a measure in 
the interest of public economy and 
of the general public welfare. 

It is no exaggeration to say.that 
the fee system costs the taxpayers 
of Georgia hundreds of thousands 
of dollars every year that should 
go into the treasuries of the various 
counties, which, instead,’ goes into 
the pockets of overpaid public of- 
ficials in the form of fees. 

The Constitution always has ad- 
hered to the position that servants 
of the people should be adequately 
paid, but they should be compen- 
sated on a strict salary basis, and 
not on the basis of a fee for each 
item of public service performed. 
The policy of compensating pub- ) 
lic officials on a fee or commission 
basis invites political corruption, 
graft and all sorts of evils in the 
administration of public affairs. 

It is discriminatory, unscientific, 
detrimental to the public welfare in 
every way. 

It is essentially demoralizing in 
Principle and effect; and let us 
hope that Georgia is soon to see 
the last of it.

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THE SAFE, RIGHT WAY.

LAYING IT ON THE CLIMATE. 


A lady who lives in Duluth and 
mothers five children forsooth, the old- 
est just 5, four others alive, believe 
it or not, ’tis the truth, sends this note 
from Los Angeles, Cal.: 

“We are the proud parents of five 
children—the oldest is just 5. A few 
months ago you asserted in one of 
your talks that it is not necessary for 
children to have croup. I write to 
ask how to avoid it. We left Duluth 
in January to spend the winter months 
here, thinking the children would he 
free from colds and croup in this 
climate. But not so. They have had 
quite ag many colds and the croup has 
been even more severe than they ever 
had at home. Isn't this strange? We 
can’t quite understand it. 

“Accept a mother’s thanks for the 
many, many helpful things you have 
taught through your delizhtful articles 
and for the many, many times your 
teachings have proved of. practical 
benefit in our household.” 

If the city of Duluth should pur- 
chase a reasonable amount of the 
stuff that sells Los Angeles to the 
far country, no doubt many Angels 
would come to Duluth toe spend the 
winters and escape the depressing 
raw wet seasons that discourage so 
many victims of the catching cold 
phobia in California. 

He who believes in taking “cold” 
from wet, change, draft or chill, should 
accept croup with resignation and hu- 
mility. I am not casting pebbles at 
this misguided mother, for she ap- 
parently believes what the old fogy 
health authorities still teach; namely, 
that the respiratory diseases are germ 
diseases and all of a more or less 
communicable character except when 
the doctor is a little confused and un- 
certain ag to i which respiratory 
disease the patient has, in which case 
he draws a herring across the trail. 
he dangles the diagnosis, leaving the 
patient or family to deplore the cli- 
mate, the weathtr or the wetness of 
the ground, until he, the doctor, can 
determine whether it is diphtheria, 
measles, meningitis, infantile paralysis 
or sinusitis, And the popular Doctor 
Dangler has the hearty support of 
the political accidents that adminis- 
ter public health in some of these 
Great Lake cities. The health com- 
missioner of one Great Lake city (not 
Duluth), recently issued through: the 
newspapers a warning to the simple 
citizen to take a hot mustard foot 

th, some hot drinks and go to bed 
immediately—as a good treatment for 
wet feet! 

Climate has about as much to do 
with croup as it has to do with tu- 
berculosis or diphtheria. That is to 
say practically nothing at all. Early 
in April I received a letter from a 
man in Maine who actually wished to 
know whether a certain electric belt 
ig good for the nervous system or 
something like that! 

Croup is spasm of the interna] mus- 
cles of the voice box, induced by a 
trifling irritation of the lining of the 
voice box (glottis or larnyx). from a 
mild inflammation. In an adult such 
a slight irritation would scarcely in- 
duce such a spasmodic reaction of the 
little inside muscles of the voice box. 
Croup only goes to show how cruelly 
and harshly nature deals with the weak 
and the helpless. And although spas~ 
modic croup is never fatal, the prompt 
relief afforded the child by a dose or 
two of the family doctor's anti-spas- 
modic drug, generally gives the parents 
something to be thankful for, even 
though they have no faith in mere 
pills and potions. 
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a young baby from taking cold when 
he’gets his crib wet ?—Mrs. K. M., J. 

Answer—l. No. Only absorbent 
material (a cloth generally sold as 
diaper cloth) should be used and pin- 
ned on, not vulcanized. 

2. A waterproof draw sheet under 
the bed sheet protects the bed or crib, 
and the small draw;,sheet may be 
changed if wet. Of course it isn’t a 
risk of taking “cold,” but to keep the 
baby comfortable and to prevent skin 
irritation. 

Sulphur and Molasses. 

Is it advisable to give a 4-year-old 
child sulphur and molasses? He has 
always had a clear skin, but this 
spring his face shows some breaking 
out and is a little sallow.—Mrs. 
S. E. J. 

Answer—lIt is harmless. It is mere- 
ly a physic, and has no effect of 
the skin or on the blood. Perhaps 
the little fellow needs a little sun- 
shine and a pile of sand to play in. 


Tattoo Marks. 


If you have any advice regarding 
the removal of tattoo marks from the 
skin I should be grateful to receive it. 
—R,. A. 

Answer—Tattooing the skin except 
for the proper purpose of concealing 
a scar or other blemish, ought to be a 
penal offense. Tattoo marks can be re- 
moved only by some surgical pro- 
cedure, and therefore you should con- 
sult a surgeon. 


Candy for Kids. 


Please tell me in what light you re- 
gard candy for school children. There 
has been a controversy at eur school 
—the cafeteria supplied candy, and 
some parents objected on the ground 
that candy injures the teeth and the 
general system.—Mrs., A. 

Answer—The notion that candy in- 
jures the teeth is merely a fanciful 
one. Unquestionably many children 
indulge in too much candy for their 
health. However, I should favor fur- 
nishing pure pean | as a dessert for 
the child in school, because sugar is 
perhaps the most digestible and quick- 
ly available form of energy for the 
muscles (voluntary and heart mus- 
cles) which a regular school child 
does, or at any rate should, use vigor- 
ously. I should say no candy for 
school children who take no physical 


training. :

Of W orld Bankers 
Will Aid Germany

Paris, June 11.—The fear, that Ger- 

many will utilize the report of the 
international bankers’ conference as a 
pretext for disobeying the demands 
of the reparations commission is ex- 
pressed in some quarters: here, 

There is general disappointment 
over the attitude of the bankers, es- 
pecially their failure to take the po- 
sition that a reduction of the war bill 
against Germany inevitably implies 
® reduction in the allied debt to the 
United States. France has felt that 
if Germany was to be allowed to 
escape some of the obligations as- 
suined when she signed the treaty of 
Versailles, the -allies should likewise 
pe permitted to enjoy some scaling 
down of their war debts. 

But the fact that J. P. Morgan, the 
American representative at the bank- 
ers’ conference, announced. that the 
disinclination of France to discuss 
changes in.the reparations arrange- 
ments prevented negotiation of an ex- 
tensive general loan at this time left 
a feeling of disappointment, which is 
eviden in the comment of the 
French press, and many are now seek- 
ing a scapegoat on which to blame the 
failure, of the c@nference. 

The French are chagrined over the 
failure of M. Eelacroix, chairman of 
the conference, and Belgian represent- 
atives, to side with France in pro- 
testing against consideration of 
ehanges in the reparations schedules. 

Apprehension lest Germany seize on 
the bankers report to escape part of 
her reparations payments is expressed 
by the Temps. which hopes that Mor- 
gan will make a fuller explanation of 
his position. The Temvs fears that 
Germany may go as far as to ask 2 
complete mortaorium until the end 
of 1922. 

Liberte, while blaming the repara- 
tions commission for ever calling in 
the bankers, concludes that France is 
wise in not consenting to a reduec- 
tion of her bill against Germany in 
exchange for a loan, because’ she 
would thereby receive only a few bil- 
lion goid francs, whereas she still 
owes the United States and England 
thirty billions, and has yet no as- 
surance that this sum will be re- 
duced proportionately. 

The Intraasigeant sarcastically re- 
marks that some one has discovered 
a striking moral victory for France 
in the manifesto of\the international 
hankers, while Germanv meanwhile 
registers material success.

Below are a few of the most impor- 
tant extracts reprinted from the “Ra- 
dio Laws and Regulations of the 
United States.” 

The owner of an amateur radio 
transmitting station ‘must obtain a 


station license before it can be oper- 
uted, if the signals radiated there- 
from can be heard in another state; 
and also if such stations is of sufficient 
power as to cause interference with 
neighboring licensed stations in’ the 
receipt of signals fram transmitting 
stations outside the state. Kadio- 
telephone stations, as well as radio- 
telegraph stations, are covered by 
these regulations. 

Transmitting stations must at all 
times be operated under the supervi- 
sion of a person holding an operator's 
license, and the party in whose name 
the stations is licensed is responsible 
for its activities. 

: Three Classes, 

There are three classes in which 
amateur station licenses are divided, 
as follows: 

Special amateur stations known as 
the “X Y and Z” stations are usually 
permitted to transmit on wave lengths 
up to 375 meters. In cases such as 
school and experimental stations, in- 
creased power and longer wave length 
are sometimes allowed. 

General amateur stations, which are 
permitted to use a power input of one 
kilowatt, and which cannot use a 
wave length in excess of 200 meters. 

Restricted amateur stations are 
those located within five nautical 
miles of naval radio stations, and are 
restricted to one-half kilowatt input. 
These statfons are governed by the 
same wave length restrictions as 
those governing general amateur sta- 
tions. 

Malicious or wilful interference on 
the part of any radio station, or the 
transmission of any false distress sig- 
nal or call is prohibited. Severe pen- 
alties are provided for violation of 
these provisions. 

. Obtaining License. 

Application for operator’s and sta- 
tion licenses of all classes should be 
addressed to the radio inspectors of 
the district in which the applicant or 
the station is located. Radia inspec- 
tors’ offices are located in the follow- 
ing places: 

First District 

Second District......New York City. 
Third District........Baltimore, Md. 
Fourth District........Norfolk, Va. 
Fifth District New Orleans, La. 
Sixth District....San Francisco, Cal.

No license is required for a receiv- 
ing set, but the secrecy of all messages 
must be preserved.

Farmers Asked 
To Boost Ford 
Bid tor Shoals 


Washington, June 11.—A _ cam- 
paign for acceptance of Henry Ford’s 
Muscle Shoals offer at this session of 
congress was begun tonight by the 
American Farm Bureau foundation, 
whose Washington representative, 
Gray Silver, forwarded to state sec- 
retaries of the organization, snggest- 
ing that members of congress be in- 
formed “in unmistakable terms” of 
the sentiment of the farmers toward 
the Ford plan. 

“There is no assurance,” said the 
letter, “‘that the proposal will be still 
proffered if it is not accepted before 
adjournment. The offer was made 
one year ago and the time has come 
to say ‘yes’ or ‘no.’ This cause is 
worthy of your most active support. 
Members of congress can not reflect 
your desires unless you tell them in 
unmistakable terms that you want a 
vote on the Ford proposal and that 
you want it accepted at this session.” 

The federation, which under Mr. 
Ford’s offer, would be one of three 
farm organizations having member- 
ship on an administrative board or- 
ganized to regulate fertilizer sales 
and audit the transactions of the 
plant, calls attention to the differences 
that have arisen in the house mili- 
tary committee over the question and 
suggests that the Gorgas plant con- 
troversy “is not the true issue before 
congress,” 

“It has. been. raised by the Ala- 
bama Power company,” the circular 
continues, “which is acting as. the 
mouthpiece of all the special-interest 
groups that are opposed to the Mus- 
cle Shoals development.

If I were asked now, as I was often 
when I first reached America, what 
J thought of American women, Il 
snould at first comment on their won- 
derful beauty and the oext on their 
capacity for procuring and wearing 
exquisite clothes. 

But in discussing the subject at 
this time, 1 feel that 1 have observed 
something that may not be so ob- 
vious to the Americans themselves and 
to other foreigners paying, as I did, 
t flying visit. That something is the 
tendency of American women to take 
desperate interest in trivial things—- 
to make questions out of matters that 
are really economic or hygienic. 

In every city that I visited there are 

“elubs,” both male and female. to 
forbid or promise some harmless triv- 
jalities and, until these are ridiculed 
out of existence, they will prevent 
the United States from ever becoming 
what we should call a free country. 
The Americans, while the most 
friendly people in the world, are too 
much concerned about each other; 
ard, though not personally, are na- 
tionally vain. They would rather 
hear themselves abused than undis- 
cussed; which inclines one to imagine 
that they are suffering from the un- 
easiness of the “nouveau riche.” 
“What do you think of us?” How 
do you compare our men and women 
and their clothes and customs with 
your own?” was the substance of ev- 
ery question that was put to me. 
There are things of surpassing in- 
terest. in this country, but have any 
of us heard an English man or wom- 
on ask a foreigner what he thought 
of us? Or, if they were silly enough 
to do so, who would be interested in 
the reply? 
- Some will say that this comes 
from our pride, or insularity; but 
they will be wrong. We are not 
obsessed by the desire to interfere 
with our neighbor that is noticeable 
all over America. 

Women and, Prohibition. 

I was told, and I have the evi- 
dence of my own experience to sup- 
port that statement, that the women 
were largely, if indirectly, responsi- 
ble for the passage ot the prohibtion 
constitutional amendment and the Vol- 
stead and other laws, designed to in- 
terpret the amendment. 

I have already discussed the work- 
ings of prohibition, as it is enforced 
(if one can truthfully say “enforced’’). 
I have written my disappointment, as 
a strong believer in temperance and 
regulation, that the extreme measure 
in America 18 not satisfactory.

It is to be regretted that the wom- 
en—if they did bring about the harsh 
restriction—acted before they were 
fully aware of what its consequences 
would be. 
Someone (to whom I am grateful) 
took up the cudgels for me on my 
stand on prohibition and in a letter to 
a New York paper wrote: 

“I am a busy man, and bave not 
much time to write letters, but I can’t 
stand the sneering, cheap remarks of

THE CAUSE OF 
“DOMESTIC TROUBLE.” 

In no small measure, Carol Ken- 
nicott, heroine of the novel “Main 
Street,” represents a great many 
American women I have seen. I 
mean those American women who, 
deeply in Jove with their husbands, 
still have no part in their husbands’ 
careers, 

No doubt a ponderable amount of 
so-called “domestic trouble” in the 
United States is caused by that fact. 
The woman exists merely for the 
man’s entertainment outside his busi- 
ness life, and in America his busi- 
ness life is much greater proportion 
of his whole existence than with us 
at home. 

Chrivalrous, fhoughtful of her com- 
fort, generous and polite to his wife, 
the American man seldom regards her 
as his intellectual equal. He has 
no wish to let her help him with his 
problems. He and ghe do not share 
their work. But unless the partner- 
ship takes in every phase of life, I 
do not think it turns out well. 

Denied particiaption in his career, 
the wife seeks recre and means 
of expression elsewher—often outside 
her home life. And the husband, 
though he himself has, in ninety-nine 
cases out of one hundred, deliberately 
barred her from participation in his 
career on the ground that she could 
not grasp the intricacies of business, 
and that her “place is in the home,” 
nevertheless frequently paves the way 
to a fatal alien intimacy by business 
association with another woman !

It is a boast of mine—a fact of 
which I am prouder than every since 
I visited America—that I walked step 
by step with my husband, following 
every event of politics, every detail of 
career, for the quarter century of his 
public life. 

My husband’s day lasted from 10 
o’clock in the morning to after mid- 
night. I would follow him, whenever 
I could, to the law courts im the morn- 
ing, and I listened to hour after hour 
of debate in house of commons in the 
afternoon and evening. Had I not 
done that I would not have been able 
to share his life. 

Kennicott was responsible for an- 
other lack in Carol’s life and typi- 
fies, to a large extent, the American 


man, in his attitude toward the rais- 


ing of a family. The doctor of “Main 
Street’ decided to wait until he could 
afford children—much as though he 
would put off buying a more ,expen- 
sive make of motor car! 

There is unquestionably a tendency 
among American women, inspired, I 
am sure, by their husbands, to lim 
the size their families. This is 
an old subject, handled from the 
side of the public weal by no less a 

rsonage than the late Mr. Roosevelt. 
On this side of the matter I need only

AMERICAN 
CONVENIENCES. 


It is little enough I know of do- 
mestic life in America. Dashing hith- 
er and thither on rocking trains, trav- 
eling incredible distances between my 
lecture halls by night and day, I saw 
little of the life of the great majority. 

Of the homes I did see, I have 
spoken briefly previously, emphasizing 
the generous hospitality and the taste 
and comfort that, to many Europeans, 
always proves surprising. 

What would most surprise people 
of the old world on their first visit 
is the extraordinary convenience and 
arrangements for physical comfort in 
American homes. The men of Amer- 
ica manifestly have vied in provid- 
ing so many labor-saving devices, so

And so far as the women are 
concerned, golf has not brought them 
nearer their husbands; the “golf 
widow” is an object of pity not al- 
together humorous! 

Whether it is from the difficulties 
of the climate, and the overheated 
rvoms, the voices of even the nicest 
people in the United States appeared 
io me to be loud, and however gen- 
erously you may have been entertain- 
ed, you are left with a sense of suf- 
fecation which it would be difficult to 
explain. 

The excuse of being a young coun- 
try will not continue to cover the 
rush and noise and lack of privacy 
that prevail; and the amount of small 
children that I have seen in hotels, 
ships and restaurants, that go to bed 
at midnight after sucking candy be- 
tween enormous meals, is not promis- 
ing for a nation which is always 
growing up. 

Of course as far as devotion goes 
the American mother has no superior 
—-mothers are pretty much alike in 
so far as love is concerned. But 
motherhood is an art that needs cul- 
tivation to attain perfection: it should 
be more than instinctive in its appli- 
cation. The American woman must 
make a study of its many require- 
ments that her children shall enjoy 
the best of their unequaled heritage.

Dear Tom Lambert—Yours is a 
large order, made easy because you 
simply put it up to my own judgmcnt, 
which may or may not be in accord 
with that of any other student of base- 
ball. You demand that I tell you 
which’ player: in each position I con 
siler the greatest I ever watched. The 
problem w@uld be easier if you said 
whether wou meant to include the at- 
tacking part of the game, or whether 
you meant what you said: the best 
player in each position. 

Let us forget the attacking part of 
it entirely and consider the positions. 
The best catcher I ever saw in my life 
was Joe Quill, now the Rev. Joseph 
Quill, when he was catching for St. 
Viateurs. If you doubt his ability, I 
can only say, that when Quill was 
catching, Mike Powers, afterward 
hailed as.the greatest of them all, was 
second string catcher and sat on the 
bench. 

However#Father Joe refused to be- 
cmme a professional, and perhaps you 
mean only time-tested catchers. If so, 
the greatest [I ever saw was Johnny 
Kling, with Marty Bergen a. close 
second. 

MATTY ALWAYS 
GREAT. . 

As for the pitchers the range is too 
wide—although I always have believed 
Mathewson the greatest of them all. 
Others have been better for a season, 
‘but Matty was always great. 

In the first basemen, Hal Chase I 
regard as the greatest I ever watched, 
with Sisler a close second. Mechan- 
icaily Chase.was beyond them all. I 
never have seen*the equal of Johnny 
Evers. although Eddie Collins is near- 
est Johnny at his best, and has lasted 
longer and been better over the en 
tire period. 

When one mentions shortstops he 
opens a big volume. There is no doubt 


in my mind that the greatest I ever 
watched in action was Williamson, of 
the old Chicago team, nor have I ever 
secn any one who even approached him 
‘in ability. The nearest as a perfgct 
fielder was Wagner, and next to him 
Lee“Tannehill, who, while seldom no- 
ticed, possessed the greatest pair of 
hands I have ever seen on a fielder. 

It has been my privilege to watch 
the four greatest third basemen the 
game has known—Jere Denny, Jimmy 
Collins, Billy Nash and Bill Bradley. 
1 always have believed Collins a bit 
better than any of the others if there 
could be any differénce between them. 


‘|He had more weight, more grace and 


was easier, which perhaps influenced 


any admirer. The records, howeser, 
bear out the belief that he was the 
greatest of them all, even admitting 
Denny’s wonderful work. 

If you. are going to confine the ar- 
gument -to any limited period, I may 
say that the greatest exhibition of 
third basing ever done was by Her- 


zog in the Giants-Red Sox series, 
when he saved three games by his 
own plays and came near turning all 
the dope upside down by making seem- 
ingly impossible stops. 

The three greatest outfielders I 
ever saw were Tommy McCarthy, 
Bill Lange and Willie Keeler. That 
may be prejudice, for Speaker ranks 
so closely to the best of them that 
it is hard to cut him out, and it is 
diffieult. to displace Cobb. However, 
you seem to want only my ideas, 
so there is your team.

‘Administration leaders now admit 
they have changed their plans to rush 
the bonus fight to the senate floor. 
Although no definite explanation is 
given, it is obvious that the sudden 
activity of the anti-bonus members 
had something to do with the change 
of plan. Then the tariff bill, which 
has consumed nine weeks of: tedious 
debate, and probably will consume 
nine more before a vote is brought, 
has held up consummation of the bo- 
nus leaders’ plans. 

The MeNary reclamation provision 
has rounded up a few more prospect- 
ive votes for the bill, however. Sev- 
eral senators heretofore considered 
doubtful on the bonus proposition, are 
now leaning toward the McCumber 
bill because of the McNary land 
amendment. 

Even if the McNary plan were not 
tacked on the bonus, passage of the 
compensation measure is assured by a 
substantial majority. 

The anti-bonus band, however, is 
planning a stiff fight. It is certain 
that the bill cannot be passed within 
four or five days after consideration 

tis begun. Senators Underwood and 
Williams have rallied a group deter- 
mined to provoke full debate on the 
question and there’ seems little 
ance that any gag rule will be en- 


Underwood will attempt to have the 
bill put over to the next session., He 
believes that inasmuch agit cannot 
be put in force until next year there 
is no necessity for speed in senate 
consideration.

He emphasized 
the opportunity of the judge in his 
general charge to present to the aa 
\ple the ideals of good citizenslip; 
and said while some might call these 
charges bumcombe. and bombast the 
time taken in them is never lost, if 
the judge is honest and sincere. 

The are must not concern him- 
self with public opinion save to guide 
it into paths of reetitude, he con- 
tinued. e stressed the need for the 
judge to demand the utmost defer- 
ence from the bar~and for this the 
exercise of courtesy toward all at- 
torneys. 

“At the risk of being considered 
severe and inhuman, I must protest 
against the tendency of the times to 
an unreasonable and maudlin sym- 
pathy for those brought to the bar 
for infraction of the criminal law,” 
he said. “By an illogicalitheory, the 
individual has become of greater im- 
portance than. the whole of the peo- 
ple he may have wronged.” 


MAY LAUNCH VESSEL | 
FOR EASY SCRAPPING 


Washington, June 11.—Recommen- 
dation that the battieship South Da- 
kota, under construction at the 
Brooklyn navy yard, be completed suf- 
ficiently to launch has been made to 
the naval scrapping board by Captain 
+ Vogelgesang, commandant of the 
yard. 

This is one of the practical prob- 
lems Confronting the three naval tech- 
nical experts who are framing pla 
to carry out the terms of tie nava 
treaty, as théy apply to the svrapping 
nf the doomed warships. 

With scores of: suggestions befvure 
them the board has made a study of 
the whole problem of disposing of the 
17 old battleships and of the battte- 
ships and battle cruisers under con- 
struction. 

In his recommendation that the 
South Dakota be launched, Captain 
Vogelgesang points out that this can 
be accomplished at a cost of less than 
a quarter of a million dollars, which, 
he believes, will evertually prove the 
most economical way of disposing of 
her. In the case of the Indiana, 
which is.also being built at the 
Brooklyn Gard. the cummandant urges 
the board to have it scrapped on the 
ways, as he believes the cost of com. 
geo: to the launching point would 

prohibitive. :

“The South Dakota is so far ad- 
vanced that she can be launched at 
an estimated cost of about $250,000 
which estimate may be somewhat re- 
duced by curtailing the extent of the 
work now consiaered unnecessary. The 
indiana cov'd not be launched for 
any reasonable sum. While the esti- 
inate for launching tha South Da- 
kota ig fairly large, it may not prove 
to be much larger than the cost of
